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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: identifying a plurality of ads to be presented (claim 2), 
replacing a new playlist with a new playlist (claims 3-7, 19-23, 25-28, 31, 32, 65, 93- 

101, 130-133, 135-143, 169-174), client information controls the presentation of the ads 
(claims 8-14, ), minimum time separation between competing ones of the ads (claims 
15-18), the ads include an image (claim 17), the ads include audio data (claim 18), 
information identifying the client device as one of a hardware client device and a 
software client device(134) the selected information including at least one of user 
demographics and user/client device behavior of the user (claims 29- 30, 127, 128) data 
field including information indicative of usage history of the client device (claims 31-34) , 
identifying the respective software operating on the client device(claims 35-37), 
identifying the amount of time that an advertisement is running (claims 38-45, 51-53, 90- 
92, 121, 149-151), the display of the client device (claims 46-47, 144-145), including a 
distributor ID identifying the distributor of the client device(claims 48-50, 62-64, 146-148, 
160-162), identifying the type of ad(claims 54-61 , 155-159), parsing means employing a 
document type definition(66-69), database driver corresponding uniform resource name 
for the ads(70-71, 102-108, 110, 163-168), controlling the playlist server(72, 74-80, 111- 
114), storage location of the respective named ad on the ad server(81-84), 
specifications directing the manner in which the client device is to present each the 
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ads(85-89 ( 109, 115-120, 122-125), query means for executing the query(73, 129), 
indication that the current playlist is valid and does not need to be updated . 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1, 24 and 126 are generic.
